“names, the largest number .reported 
in a single day. Of the men named 
203 were killed in action; 37 died of 
wounds and 148 were wounded, 48 
seriously and 100 degree undeter- 
mined. The missing in action num- 
bered only three. “In addition to the 
army list the marine list today con- 
tained 10 names—9 killed in action 
and 1 died of wounds. 

Men from 46 states were named in 
the lists with no predominating num- 
ber from any one state. This was 
taken to indicate that the casualties 
were scattered through many units. 
The states not represented in the 


lists were Arizona and Delaware.

SINKS .U. S. TANKER

| ia trail of the various plots of frightfulness led invariably to 
the German embassy at Washington and the directing genius 
was revealed to be Capt. Franz von Papen, German military at- 
tache at Washington until he was given his passports. 

Correspondence seized when he reached Falmouth, England, on his 
way back to Germany showed that he had made many payments to per- 
sons charged with complicity in blowing up munitions works and 
bridges and in forging passports. 

He gave $700 to Werner Horn, arrested in connection with the 
blowing up of the Canadian Pacific Railway bridge at Vonceboro, Me. 
Large payments were made by Von Bernstorff to Von Papen for 


salaries and bonuses and for ‘‘ War Intelligence Office.’’ In January, 
1915, he received $6400 and paid out $5000.

A Reminiscence of Spydom. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

_A. A. Selkirk of this city and myself 
stood on the main floor of the Hote] Cen- 
tral, Frederick Strasse, Berlin, about 20 
years ago, two lonesome Americans. A 
gentleman stranger approached me, called 
me. by name and announced himself as Dr. 
Leland Boogher of St. Louis. During the 
copnyersation we informed him we were 
paying a princely price for our rooms. The 
doctor explained they already knew that I 
had been a Burgomaster of St. Louis and 
we were supposed to be millionaires. He 
suggested we room at his pension further 
down the street, where prices were rea- 
synable. Thus we found ourselves in 
pleasant lodgings controlled by a mother 
nod her daughter. The daughter later in- 
formed me she had spent two years in 
london to acquire English and learn 
things. 

There roomed at this place a very intel- 
ligent and unusually interesting young 
Russian medical student; I became con- 
cerned in him, as he spoke German and 
English well, and I sympathized with his 
{deals. He had pronounced views of the 
Toletol order. and hated the Czar and 
Grand Dukes. I warned him to be guard- 
ea@ in his expressions, as such views were 
unpopular in both Russia and Germany 
among the governing class; and the junk- 
crs of both countries were in common 
can®e against his ideas, but he persisted 
in his expressions. I knew my private pa- 
pérs, including a note from him, had been 
secretiv examined, while in this house, be- 
cause I had so arranged them in my bag- 
gaze that the least disturbance would 
make it known to me. After this he sud- 
denly and silently disappeared. 

I made unusual efforts to obtain infor- 
metion as to what happened, as my at- 
tachment for him had become warm, but 
found all avenues closed. From what I 
had reason to then know and from what 
h later learned, I am satisfied he was tak- 
; enby the German police system, handed 
over the border to the Russian authorities, 
where, in due time, he was passed on as 
an anarchist and revolutionist into Siberia. 
He had my American address, but I never 
heard from him again. Moral: Free the 
world fron junkers and autocrats.

The general impression among politicians that 
the vote in Tuesday's primaries, as compared with 
the number of registered voters now absent in 
service, will be light is discouraging. Never was 
there a time when there was a greater responsi- 
bility or a stronger call for wise decision in nom- 
inating party candidates and for acting upon con- 
viction at the polls. 
Never was there a time in the history of the 
United Gtates when strong, capable, loyal men 
were so much needed in all official positions. 
Questions touching the war and its efficient pros- 
ecution, the safety and welfare of the people un- 
der war conditions, may require decision and ac- 
tion from every public official, national, state and 
local. The impression prevails that because the 
people are deeply interested in the war they are 
not interested in the elections, but for this very 
reason they should be more interested in the elec- 
tions. The election may vitally affect the war. 
What could be more important than the 
choice of candidates for the United States Sen- 
ate in the crisis of the war. The Senator selected 
in the November elections will deal with every 
war measure that comes before Congress in the 
next two years and his action may be decisive. 
It is highly important that municipal and State 
officers be competent and honest. To take an 
instance; it would be unfortunate if the neglect 
of Republican voters rejected for the city treas- 
urership a man of such proven competence as 
John W. Dunn and so with other candidates, the 
obligation to nominate fit men is heavy upon 
voters. 
No election is more important than that of the 
judiciary. There is an issue in Judges on the 
Republican ticket. In order to take the bench 
out of the political scramble the Democratic and 
Republican members of the bar by votes selected 
candidates for both tickets. The Democrats ac- 
cepted the bar’s nominees, but the Republican 
ticket contains the names of candidates other 
than those named by the Bar Association.

It was to have been taken for granted that 
the United States and Japan would reach an 
agreement with the Entente Powers in regard to 
joint action in Siberia’ There have been no 
differences that did not admit of easy adjust- 
ment and the Japanese Government has scrupu- 
lously refused to enter upon any policy that did 
not have the full approval and co-operation of 
the United States. 

But whatever is done in Siberia, the Russian 
problem is little if any nearer solution than it 
was before. Any policy that is adopted must nec- 
essarily be a matter of guesswork. The oppor- 
tunities to go wrong are almost infinite, and the 
chances of going right are few and doubtful. 

The human mind can deal with almost anything 
except chaos, and so far as government is con- 
cerned, Russia is chaos. The one line of action 
to which all the Governments at war with Ger- 
many are committed is that defined by President 
Wilson when he said that he intended to stand 
by Russia no less than by France; but for a long 
time to come every effort to carry out that policy 
must mean a groping in the dark.

The country’s real business is to find ideals that 
make life worth living and then to bring them to | 
a realization. 

President Wilson is right. It is not merely for 
our own safety and rights, but because we wanted 
to leave the world better than we found it that 
our armies are toiling in France. Take away 
from us the belief that we are offering up eur 
manhood on the altar of human liberties and our 
arms will falter. We are determined to fight this 
thing through to victory because we believe we 
shall be able to lead the rest of the world to the 
liberty and security that we ourselves enjoy.

The peak load or maximum demand for water was reasonably ex- 
pected to be thirty per cent over the usual demand for water, but at the
